dicted the President would get 
his $150,000,000, but from some 
house Democrats came expres­ 
sions of resentment over the new 
demand. 
It was embarrassing, they said, 
to be req uested to reverse so soon 
the action by which congress 
lopped 
$150,000,000 
from 
the 
$8 75,000,000 which Mr. Roosevelt 
originally asked to operate the 
WPA until June 30. 
They also objected to the fact 
that supervision of the emergen­ 
cy bill was taken from Rep. 
Woodrum (D-Va), leader of an 
economy bloc, and turned over to 
Chairman Taylor (D-Colo) of 
the appropriations committee. 
Rep. Cox (D-Ga), who has op­ 
posed some administration mea­ 
sures, said: 
“Members are shocked at the 
treatm ent of Mr. Woodrum, who 
is one of the ablest and most in­ 
fluential members of the house. 
They are so resentful th at the 
$150,000,000 would be defeated 
overwhelmingly if it were voted 
on today.”

Wonders About 


Post-War Debt 


Washington, March 15 (ZP) — 
The final breakup of C zechoslo­ 
vakia posed two direct q uestions 
today for the United States gov­ 
ernment: 
1. W hat will be salvaged of the 
trade promised in the reciprocal 
agreement concluded last year 
between the United States and 
Czechoslovakia? 
2. To whom can the United 
States look for the $165,620,270 
owed it by the post-war republic? 
State 
department 
officials 
were 
watching 
developments 
closely, but it may be some time 
before the answers become ap­ 
parent. 
The trade treaty with the 
Czechs provided for entry of 
American products, such as au­ 
tomobiles, in return for United 
States import of shoes under a 
q uota basis. 
Some officials pointed out that 
creation of a German “protec­ 
torate” over part of the country 
undoubtedly would oblige the 
treasury to place it on the com­ 
mercial blacklist with the reich. 
Germany was deprived of the 
tariff reductions granted coun­ 
tries having trade agreements 
with the United States when it 
denounced a most-favored-na- 
tion clause in a commercial 
treaty between the two countries. 
There was speculation wheth­ 
er 
the 
Czeco-Slovakian 
debt 
would assume the same status 
as Austria’s. T hat country’s ob­ 
ligations to the American gov­ 
ernment and citizens totaled 
about $62,000,000. 
The United 
States has had no success in 
getting Adolf Hitler's govern­ 
ment to assume them. 
Germany has denied legal ob­ 
ligation for the Austrian debt, 
but has expressed a willingness 
to negotiate a settlement, which 
she should take into account the 
unfavorable trade balance with 
America. 
Discussions still are 
going on, but prospects of an 
mmediate settlement are con­ 
sidered slight. 
A large part of the Czech debt 
charges for transporting the 
Czech legion home from Vladi­ 
vostok after the World war. Pay­ 
ments on the debt amounted to 
1120,134,092 prior to the Hoover 
moratorium in 1932.

Adolf Hitler entered newly-ab­ 
sorbed Bohemia today as his ar­ 
mies and those of Hungary di-* 
vided up the remains of shat­ 
tered Czecho-Slovakia. 
The German Fuehrer crossed 
the frontier a t 4:45 p. rn. (9 :45 a. 
rn., CST) on his way to Prague, 
where General Johannes Blas- 
kowitz of the German army pro­ 
claimed authority over all of Bo­ 
hemia in Hitler’s name. 
Hitler was expected to wait 
until Friday, however, for a tri­ 
umphal entry into Prague after 
Nazi security forces have m ade 
certain no untoward incident 
mars his arrival in the ancient 
Bohemian capital. 
British leaders cautiously crit­ 
icized 
Hitler’s 
occupation 
of 
Bohemia and Moravia. 
Prime Minister Chamberlain 
told the House of Commons he 
“bitterly” regretted Germany’s 
move, but th at it m ust not de­ 
flect Britain from attem pting to 
reach peace by agreement.

Prague, March 15 (IP)—German 
troops of occupation were hissed 
and cheered today as they moved 
into positions of control in the 
once proud capital of free Czech- 
Slovakia. 
Cheers of German welcomers 
were interspersed with the hiss­ 
ing of Czech patriots and cries of 
“pfui, pfui, go back home!” some 
patriots sang the Czech national 
anthem. Two persons were re­ 
ported struck by German mili­ 
tary automobiles. There were no 
[serious disorders, however. 
The entry of Adolf Hitler’s 
battalions marked the end of 
Czech sovereignty in the shat­ 
tered republic which dissolved 
yesterday after the Hitler-in­ 
spired 
secession 
of 
Slovakia 
which followed in the wake of 
the Munich dismemberment. 
The easternmost division of 
Czecho-Slovakia— Carpatho-Uk­ 
raine— was being occupied by 
Hungarian troops. German occu­ 
pation of the Czech western 
part, Bohemia and Moravia, was 
agreed upon in Berlin last night 
when Emil Hach, former Czech 
president, placed the area under 
Hitler’s protection.

German deleg atio n had g ath­ 
ered, b earin g a swastika b an n er 
o f hero ic size which the Nazis 
like to han g fro m their p u b lic 
b u ildin g s. Bu t it was the o n ly o n e 
in sig ht. 
No flag s o f an y so rt deco rated 
the ho u ses o r streets. So me street 
cars flew v ario u s flag s b u t they 
were the Czech co lo rs, su ch as 
wo u ld b e flo wn o n a n atio n al 
ho liday . 
It was the mo st lifeless an d 
co lo rless recep tio n that Reichs- 
fu ehrer Hitler’s tro o p s had re­ 
ceiv ed sin ce the Fu ehrer started 
his ex p an sio n p ro g ram. 
The co n trast b etween to day ’s 
recep tio n an d the flo wers an d 
kisses with which Nazi tro o p s 
were welco med when they o ccu ­ 
p ied Su deten lan d last Octo b er 
was mo st strikin g .
